As we gathered the story, from apparently unbiased sources," the 
strike was called without any warning whatever to the company. The 
employes appeared as usual Monday morning and approached their 
machines as they had been doing for years, when suddenly a delega­ 
tion approached the superintendent and informed him the workers 
were on strike for "recognition of their union ”. 
They expressed no 
desire for higher pay, or shorter hours, or changed working condi­ 
tions. They merely wanted their union "recognized", and halted all 
work when the superintendent told the spokesman he had no author­ 
ity to discuss the matter with them. 
It developed then that a professional 
organizer from St. Louis 
had been in Poplar Bluff for two weeks. 
He visited the workers in 
their homes, approaching first those most likely to be interested in 
his plans. 
Later meetings were arranged "out in the country" and 
such a screen of secrecy was thrown over the organizing process that 
nobody outside the shoe workers knew anything about it. 
The Poplar Bluff factory superintendent asked the strike leaders 
for a list of those whom they purported to represent, and that list was 
refused. 
The same request and the same refusal are understood to 
have been made at St. Louis. 
In the meantime the impression seems to prevail at Poplar Bluff 
that 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. will close its plant 
there, and 
transfer its equipment to some other point. 
In other words, the general impression seems to be that one, lone, 
labor organizer, a professional who draws so much cash per member 
secured, has led 350 unwitting shoe workers entirely out of job of 
any kind. 
That, we submit, is some leadership! 
The organizer gets 
$1 or $2 or some other amount from every signer of the union rolls, 
and he eats regularly even if the shoe workers have to go to the relief 
agencies. 
The newspaper has frequently expressed 
its full 
sympathy with 
the 
principle of collective bargaining. 
Labor unions in some places 
and under some conditions are worthwhile institutions, and can be 
productive of some good. There are times and places where strikes 
may be entirely justified. 
But we are entirely out of sympathy with 
the C. I. O. type of labor organization. It appears to us as little short 
of a racket employed by professionals to shake down the unsuspect­ 
ing worker. That Poplar Bluff strike appears to us so utterly unfair 
and unjust to both company and workers, that it falls little short of 
criminal. 
We believe our shoe workers are more sensible than 
those 
at 
Poplar Bluff. We don’t believe they are ever going to line the pockets 
of a St. Louis professional organizer, and disrupt a promising home 
industry. 
If the Poplar Bluff workers had cause to complain; if they were 
not being paid a fair wage; or if other conditions needed correction 
it would have been altogether appropriate tor them to go us individ­ 
uals or as groups and discuss the matter freely and fully and frankly 
with the superintendent. But to suddenly, without a moment’s warn­ 
ing, go on a strike for a thing that is, to say the least, a proper sub­ 
ject for discussion, is calculated to drive away all sympathy for the 
strikers. 
We repeat that we are sure Fredericktown shoe workers would 
not be that unfair. Some of our best people work in that institution. 
They have an understanding of what is lair and right between man 
and man. 
We predict that when the first professional organizer comes to 
town our ;shoe workers will do exactly as the Farmington 
garment 
workers did, make it distinctly unpleasant for 
him.

workers have a complaint, they can talk to Mr. Spalsbury

In the story of the phenom enal 
rise of St. Louis’ $100,000,000 iron 
and steel m anufacturing industry, 
few men are 
more 
outstanding 
than Samuel Gaty, the “father" of 
one of St. Louis' im portant m an u ­ 
facturing interests. 
The story of 
the 
success 
of 
Gaty centers about the casting of 
a shaft for a steam boat. When, in 
1828. the 
steam er 
Jubilee 
lay 
(crippled in the St. Louis harbor, 
$8 after her shaft 
broken, 
her 
captain 
for d i s - ! went to Peter McQueen, proprie­ 
tor of St. Louis’ 
only 
foundry. 
McQueen, unable to melt the iron 
for a new’ shaft, was advised to 
go to young 
seventeen-year-old 
S imuel Gaty, a skilled iron w ork- 
ei whom he had but recently r e ­ 
fused em ploym ent on the excuse 
that he w anted only skilled w o rk ­ 
e r ft<>m the East. McQueen, u n ­ 
der pressure of the 
em ergency, 
appealed to Gaty. Upon beng in­ 
formed by Gaty that 
he 
could 
melt the iron, McQueen asked his 
charge. 
“O ne-half 
the 
whole 
price", said Gaty. McQueen 
p ro ­ 
tested that the 
price 
was 
too 
much. 
“All right,” 
said 
Gaty, 
“get your skilled w orkm en from 
the East to do it." 
G aty melted 
the iron 
When the casting 
was 
finished, McQueen discussed 
the 
of sending it to Louis­ 
ville to have it turned w’hen he 
was advised that G aty could 
do 
this, also. 
Again M cQueen w ent 
to Gaty and again paid a liberal 
price. 
T he finished casting—the 
tirst iron casting m ade 
west 
of 
the Mississippi—started G aty u p ­ 
on his long and successful career. 
It is not to be supposed, 
h o w ­ 
ever, that the rise of G aty 
w as 
easy. 
From the day of his birth 
on August 10, 1811, of poor K e n ­ 
tucky parents, until his first suc­ 
cess in St. Louis, the struggle of 
poverty and hardship 
had 
been 
his, for at but five or seven years 
of age he had been left an orphan. 
“Getty" was his nam e 
as 
his 
father had spelt 
it. 
B ut 
w hen 
young Sam uel went to school for 
the first time after being “bound 
out" to a Kentucky farm er who 
cared little for him. his 
teacher 
spelt it "Gaty." Not until 
m a n ­ 
hood did he leam of the error in 
the spelling of his nam e 
by 
his 
teacher. 
In 1828, after 
running 
aw ay 
from the K entucky farm er 
w hen 
less than twelve years old 
and 
after serving for some five years 
as an apprentice in the 
m achine 
and foundry business 
in 
L ouis­ 
ville, Gaty secured a position in 
the foundry of Jo h n A. Norton of 
Albany, Indiana. 
H ere he 
and 
two other young 
men, 
one 
of 
them the son of the ow ner of the 
foundry, determ ined to try their 
fortunes in the then much 
ta lk ­ 
ed of frontier tow n of St. Louis. 
In St. Louis, G aty and his com ­ 
panions started a small foundry— 
the first west of the Mississippi— 
which they financed chiefly with 
the hard earned savings of Gaty. 
This enterprise failed in 
a 
few 
months 
and 
was 
subsequently 
leased by the new’ ow ner to Peter 
McQueen of New York. 
It 
w’as 
M cQueen who refused to employ 
G aty in the works of 
which 
he 
had form erly been the chief ow n­ 
er but who was forced to 
give 


and MortOtl, Gaty, 
Coonce 
and 
Biltshoover, 
Gaty, 
Coonce

Gasby, and Gaty, 
MeCune 
and 
Company. 
Starting with a small 
air furnace of four tons capacity 
in his business with Newell, Gaty 
came to head one of the most e x ­ 
tensive iron m anufacturing estab­ 
lishments in the Mississippi

ley. 
Not only did he 
melt 
the 
iron for the first casting in 
St. 
Louis, but, says Darby, he built 
the first engine west of the M is­ 
sissippi. 
From the casting of iron parts 
for steamboats, 
G aty 
gradually 
broadened his interests in tra n s­ 
portation until h r became one of 
the builders of the “Eagle," 
the 
first steam boat built in St. Louis, 
an ow ner of the Keokuk Packet 
Co., one of the 
incorporators 
of 
the St. Louis and Illinois Bridge 
Co., and president and 
m anager 
of the Ohio and Mississippi rail­ 
road. 
“No m an." 
says 
Scharf, 
“contributed m ore in iron work to 
build up the city of St. Louis, its 
railroads 
and 
steam boats 
than 
Sam uel G aty." 
Though not a man greatly 
ac­ 
tive in public 
life, 
G aty 
gave 
generously of his services to St. 
Louis. 
As a young m an he serv­ 
ed under the new St. Louis ch a rt­ 
er of 1839 with 
such 
men 
as 
George Collier and John Sarpy in 
a day when the best men re p re ­ 
sented the people of St. Louis in 
the m unicipal council. Later, d u r ­ 
ing the panic of 1857, Gaty 
was 
one of those who pledged 
their 
personal property to secure 
the 
frantic depositors 
of 
threatened 
banks. 
In 1863, he was one of a 
com mittee sent by The St. Louis 
C ham ber of Com merce to W ash­ 
ington to confer w’ith Lincoln. 
Gaty died Ju n e 9, 1887.
